1, the undersigned, hereby declare: 

L I am the inventor of the above-identified patent application. 

2, I am employed by the assignee in the above-identified application, Eveready 
Battery Company, Inc. 

3. I have thoroughly reviewed U.S. Patent No. 5,482,798 (Mototani et aL). 

4. I have had expanded graphites made from both synthetic and natural graphites 
using the general method disclosed in the Mototani et al. patent, adding only H 2 S0 4 to the 
starting graphite materials before thennal treatment at about 950°C. The resultant expanded 
graphite materials were milled, and the milled materials were tested to determine their average 
particle sizes and kerosene absorption values. The average particle sizes and kerosene 
absorption values for several samples of those expanded graphite materials are summarized in 
the table below. The kerosene absorption values of all of the expanded graphite materials listed 
were below 2.2 ml/g.
